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CYRIL TOURNEUR. 

FrWn one point of view the *' Elizabethan " dra- 
matists will always be regarded by imsterity as a 
singulaky unfortunate race. But little information 
as to tbeW private history and character has come 
down to u^. They had, no Boswell to chronicle 
Their personal peculiarities, and their "wit combats" 
at the Menuafd, no Pepys to rescue from obliYion 
the trifling, yet Noteworthy incidents of the day in 
which they flounshed. The importance of biog- 
raphy, in fact, was not then recognized, and the 
idea that a gifted wrher's fame might come to rest 
almost exclusively upok an excellent ** life," as in 
the case of Samuel Johnson, would in all probability 
have been laughed to scorn 

The most nebulous of all the figures in the literary 
world at the beginning of the\seventeenth century 
was undoubtedly Cyril Toimieu\ the author of the 
* Atheist's Tragedy,' and other Mi-amatic works. 
From an allusion in one of these\to Michaelmas 
Term it is supposed that he belonged\o one of tlie 
Inns of Court in London, but no coirfirmation of 
this conjecture can be discovered. BeNthat as it 
may, he was obviously a scholar, and the fd&ys he 
wrote seem to have been fairly well received and 
fre<iuently represented. One of his contempongies 
wrote of him:— 

** His fame unto that pitch was only raised. 
As not to be despiised, nor too much praised.' 

Here, we think, he received le s than his due. uis 
plays, tliough by no means free from wild exmva- 
gance, and impossible characters and inciden6i, un- 
questionably bear the impress of geniusy/iind as 
examples of dramatic art will well repay wrusal. 

The list of Toumeur's plays is very brref. First in 
order of merit, as of time, is the *Keyeuger's Trag- 
edy ' * 'acted by the King's servants, '/and published 
in quarto in 1(507 and 1608. The inkiest of the plot 
depends chiefly on the efforts made by a mother to 
induce her daughter to submit /to dishonorable ad- 
vances on the part of a man of high lineage. The 
girl can with diflBculty beliew that it is her mother 
who is giving her such counsel. "Mother," she 
abn\ptly exclaims, draw^ig back and pointing t<>- 
wanls her,— 

**M other, come out of^hat poisonous woman there!" 
Both the idea and expression are exceedingly dra- 
matic. " The realitVand life of this dialogue," wrote 
Charles Lamb, *)pas8 any scenical illusion 1 ever 
felt." The scene^f the * Revenger's Tragedy' is laid 
in Italy. Tourireur's second best work, the 'Atheist's 
Tragedy, or tne Honest Man's Kevenge ' was pub- 
lished in 16m, but it is so full of metrical imperfec- 
tions thaty^n all probability it was written before 
the *Rey§nger's Tragedy.' The incident of Levi- 
dulcia oonveying Fresco and Sebastian out of her 
chamMr on the approach of Belleforest is obviously 
taken/from Boccaccio. The only comedy Tourneur 
is Wiown to have written, *The Nobleman,' was 
evOT printed and the MS. was destroyed about a 

mdred years ago by Warburton's cook. The play 



was entered on the books of the Stationers' Com- 
pany, February 15, 1611. / 

The distinctive characteristSes of Topmeur'si 
genius— for genius he certainly poaaesfied-yBie easily 
to be perceived. If Dr. Johnson was /justified in 
asserting that Shakspere's Kichard Xtl. contained 
matter of a '^shocking" nature, it Is hard to say 
what epithet should be applied lo plays like the 
^Atheist' 'and * Revenger.' The/plots are devised 
without any deference to probajkftlity, the majority of 
the characters never had anything like prototypes, 
in nature, and the horrible k( used with an onsparing 
hand. In the ' RevengyC' for instance, a certain 
Duke, while on his waj to meet a woman who ha» 
gained his affections, i/induoed to kiss what proves, 
to be the skull of a ml whom he has betrayed. The 
skull having been lioisoned, he dies soon afterwards- 
in great agony, wnich is scarcely diminished by the 
discovery tliaya ciiminal intrigue exists between 
his wife and ji very near relation. In spite of draw- 
backs like^ese, the plays of Cyril Tourneur may- 
be studied with advantage, seeing that almost every 
scene displays energy of thought, poetic sympathy^ 
and ar keen perception of dramatic effect They are 
not/equal to 'A New Way to Pay Old D^ts,' 

ittoria Corombona,' and 'Edward ![.,' but they do 
hot fall short of those plays to soch an extent as the 
comparative obscurity in which Tourneur remains, 
would lead many to suppose.

otwithstanding the flood of "cheap literature, "^ 
whl<jVi day by <lay increases, the "old bookstall" 
remains iis distinctly a feature as it was fifty years, 
ago. 'rhe fount of knowledge is now open to the 
poorest iiVtlie land, for we have noble public libra- 
ries free t\ those for whom even the cheap volumes, 
are too dear\ But it is not to the methodical student 
that the boolcbtall offers any attraction ; it is to tlie 
desultory reaW— the "book-butterfly," as J^rd 
Iddesleigh has si) happily termed him-that it appeals. 

The bookstallNis the Bohemia of literature, pre- 
sided over by theVenius of higgledy-piggledy; it is- 
the happy hunting-jb-ound of the " b(H)k-butterfly," 
who hates the order, >and primness, and re^larity, 
and methodical arran^ment of the library; who 
maps out no course of reading, but dips into what- 
ever happy chance may uhrow in his way, or mo- 
mentary inclination suggest. 

The bookstall rarely failkto afford him a few cues- 
to tJiat sympathetic memoryy^all "book-butterflies" 
possess, by mtans of which\he can call back the 
incidents of that romance of ^book-lore which has 
an undying fascination for hini.Vl^t us follow his^ 
example, and run hurriedly over^he tattered vol- 
umes on a typical bookstall, and sip^ith him a few 
of the reminis<:ent pleasures that delight even while 
they may sadden his heart.
